ANKS WARNED > 
TO BE CAREFUL. 


UNUSUAL CAUTION URGED BY 
POSTAL AUTHORITIES. 


Mail-Box Thieves May Secure Pos- | 
session of Negotiable Paper and 
Attempt to Convert it Into Cash. 
Secret Service Men and Detectives 
Searching for the Gang. 


Banks in this and neighboring cities 
have been warned by the postoffice 
authorities to exercise unusual care in 
the exchange of checks because of the 
possibility that the gang of l-box 
thieves known to be operating here 
may attempt to convert into cash such 
negotiable paper as they may find in 
the mails. It has been stated by those 
who are conducting the. investigation 
of the matter that there is no present 
danger of any large quantity of this 
paper being fraudulently used, but un- 
der the circumstances, it is deemed’ 
wise to use extraordinary caution. 
Hence the warning. 

Although the secret service men and 
the police are energetically engaged in 
looking for the thieves that stole the 
mail box from the corner of Wlishire 
boulevard and Rampart street, no 
trace of them has been discovered. As 
was explained in The Times yester- 
day, the mere theft of the box and 
the mail it may have contained, serious 
as that offence is, probably is not the 
whole measure of the attempt on the 
matig. In several instances in the 
East, tampering with boxes and the 
stealing of locks has been the herald 
of extensive abstraction from business 
districts of valuable letters, 

The smooth band of crooks that have 
been doing this work can carry through 
their schemes in a very short time. 
Two or three days from the stealing of 
the locks is sufficient for them to get 
a large harvest of negotiable paper.

In the bituminous mines the men work 
eight hours per day, the anthracite 
miners work five hours per day on an 
average, and the loaders and other la- 
borers work nine hours. Within the 
past five years the pay of miners has 
been advanced twice, each time 10 per 
cent. The abolition of the truck sys- 
tem,” according to the estimate of 
Gompers, is worth 10 per cent. in addi- 
tion, making a total advance of 30 per 
cent. within the past five years.

Another interesting fact brought out 
by the kngineering Magazine's statis- 
tics is the fact that by far the larger 
part of the total product of coal in the 
United States is consumed at home.
